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TVOntario at a Glance 


Since 1970, TVOntario has been 
broadcasting high-quality, distinctive edu- 
cational programming to Ontarians of all 
ages. TVOntario reports to the Ontario 
legislature through the Minister of 
Culture, Tourism, and Recreation, in 
accordance with the Ontario Educational 
Communications Authority Act. As a 
broadcaster, TVOntario is licensed by the 
Canadian Radio-television and 


Telecommunications Commission. 


The mandate to serve all the people of 
Ontario has remained constant since we 
were established as the Ontario 
Educational Communications Authority. 
Broadcasting from the Anik E satellite, 
we now poet three services. TVO is 
our English-language network that is 
available to 98 percent of the households 
in Ontario; La Chaine is the French- 
language network that is available to 75 
percent of households. Nearly two million 
people view these services weekly. 
TVOntario’s third service is the Ontario 
Legislative Assembly channel (OLA), 
featuring live coverage of the Ontario 
legislature. The OLA is available via cable 


and 39 transmitters in northern Ontario. 


Our major source of funding continues to 
be the Province of Ontario, supplemented 


by federal government grants. In addition, 


thousands of individuals, private corpora- 
tions, and foundations now make signif- 
icant donations to TVOntario in support 
of our programming. TVOntario’s award- 
winning programming has received praise 
and recognition from around the world 
and earned important additional revenues 
from sales of rights to our programs, 


publications, and services. 


The services that TVOntario provides 
and the businesses we’re in are changing 
dramatically. Broadcasting and education 
are in transition and TVOntario must 
position itself, its goals, and its services so 
that we can continue to play a vibrant 
and essential role in these industries. The 
current environment has been character- 
ized as an era of “business as unusual.” 
This annual report seeks to demonstrate 
how we at TVOntario are building on 
the strengths of the past to transform 


ourselves for future success.

Chairman’s Message 


The year 1992-93 — a time of change and 
transformation at TVOntario — was 
marked by an increasingly competitive 
broadcast environment, intensified 
demands for education and training, and a 


punishing recession in Ontario. 


In a very few years, we'll wake up in that 
fabled 500-channel universe brought to us 
via direct-broadcast satellite. The competi- 
tion for viewers will be relentless, with the 
mainstream broadcasters, U.S. specialty 
channels, the new Canadian 

services that will be licensed within a year, 
and the wide variety of U.S. satellite 


services that are on the horizon. 


Facing this expansion of our competitive 
environment, TVOntario was particularly 
pleased to hear, in late August 1992, that 
the Canadian Radio-television and 
Telecommunications Commission (CRTC) 
had renewed the broadcast licences of both 
La Chaine and TVO for the maximum 
period of seven years. In a rare move, the 
CRTC did not place any supplementary 
programming or operating obligations on 
either TVOntario service, beyond those 


generally required of all licensees. 


For many of us who work in the broadcast 
industry, the CRTC hearing process this 


winter on cable in Canada helped to under- 


line the strengths, the flaws, and the 
uniqueness of our Canadian broadcasting 
heritage. In a presentation before the 
CRTC in March 1993, TVOntario pointed 
out the lack of Canadian programming in 
drama, arts, documentaries, performing 
arts, science, and skills, and recommended 
increased contributions to production 
funds by cable and foreign services, and 
additional development money for inde- 


pendent producers. 


In the 1992-93 programming year, we 
initiated major changes to both La Chaine’s 
and TVO’s broadeast schedules. In 
response to our competitive environment, 
we began to sharpen our identity — 

to develop dynamic signature program- 
ming and to prepare a new on-air look. 
Challenging ourselves to respond to some 
of the deficiencies that we cited before the 
CRTC, TVOntario created dedicated funds 
for documentary production. Over the next 
three years we plan to invest over $3.6 mil- 


lion in this programming initiative. 


We also achieved an unprecedented flexi- 
bility with our schedule, broadcasting 
race-relations programming following 
Toronto’s street riots in May 1992, two 
weeks of environmental programming 
around Rio’s Earth Summit, and thought- 


ful, provocative discussion on the October 


constitutional referendum. For four hours 
a week, La Chaine’s new flagship public- 
affairs and arts program, Panorama, gave 
Franco-Ontarians an opportunity to partic- 
ipate in livé topical discussions of social, 


economic, cultural, and political issues of 


_ the day. 


TVOntario’s curriculum-based program- 
ming 4nd services have also been 
challenged by the mounting demands from 
the educational community, our funders, 
parents, and our viewers, who would like 
more from TVOntario. Programming for 
children and youth has responded to the 
most urgent needs in focusing on mathe- 
matics, reading, personal development, and 
the environment. Mathica’s Mathshop and 
La Cabane des réves are new series that 


continue this commitment. 


We have also seen an explosion in the 
demand for skills training as constant 
retraining becomes the requirement of a 
highly competitive marketplace. In response 
to this, the Distance Learning Division has 
emphasized partnerships in the development 
of three-year agreements with the 
Independent Learning Centre, teacher associ- 
ations, industry groups, and the 


not-for-profit sector. 


On 26 September 
1992, a day that will 
long be remembered 
at TVOntario, we 
reached out to our 
viewers in a whole 
new way — we liter- 
ally invited them to 
visit. More than 


25,000 accepted our 


invitation to our first 
Open House to tour our studios, meet our 
stars, watch our performers, and generally 
enjoy themselves. The day was so successful 
— for the guests and the 700 staff and 
friends who volunteered — that Open 


House will become an annual event. 


These accomplishments were tempered by 
the economic reality we faced early this 
year. The combination of a reduction in 
our government grants and increased infla- 
tionary costs for satellite and other charges 
meant that we had to cut our operating 
budget by approximately $5 million. 
Committed to a balanced budget that 
would require a permanent reduction in 
our work force, TVOntario offered a 
voluntary-departure incentive program and 
voluntary early retirement. As a result, we 


lost more than 90 of our valued and expe- 


rienced employees over the summer. The 
phrase “doing more with less” resounded 
through the organization as departments 
worked to achieve the same quality with 


fewer resources. 


Against the backdrop of these dramatic 
changes, over SS TVOntario employees 
representing a wide cross-section of the orga- 
nization spent four days in early November 
charting future directions for TVOntario. 
The participants began to develop initiatives 
to reshape our programming outreach, iden- 


tity, and work environment. 


The energy from what became known as 
Wigamog (named for the location of the 
meeting) was carried back into the organi- 
zation and within a few weeks over 200 
employees were involved in this process of 
renewal. In some cases, results were almost 
immediate as our work environment 
improved with the addition of new equip- 
ment; plans for TVOnLine, an internal and 
external bulletin board system, and a new 
security system for our tape library were 
developed and implemented. Longer-term 
projects that improve our training and 
internal communications, simplify our 
internal processes, and develop new 
entrepreneurial ventures will continue in 


the coming year. 


TVOntario has already been active in 
pursuing revenue opportunities. Our inter- 
national marketing has now sold rights to 
our programs in 90 countries, and in the 
summer of 1992, TVOntario made its 
largest sale ever to the Learning Channel in 
the U.S. Plans for new businesses that will 
enhance our revenue through merchandis- 
ing and new product lines are being 


worked out. 


TVOntario has developed strategies for 
dealing with what’s ahead. We are taking on 
the challenge of the new by building on the 
strengths of the past — our excellent 
programs, our links in the communities, our 
support from government, from our viewers 
and Members, from the private sector, and 
from our own employees, who have invest- 


ed enormously in this organization. 


This annual report presents TVOntario’s 
activities — our responses to the challenges 
and opportunities facing us. In the coming 
years, we will continue to move in the 


directions outlined in this report.

> In 1992-93, the board responded to 
the difficult economy by adopting a work 
force reduction plan and a balanced bud- 
get; by establishing a Board Development 
Committee to increase Membership and 
fund-raising opportunities; and by 
concluding its analysis of the 1992 special 
report on TVOntario by the Office of the 
Provincial Auditor and the subsequent 
TVOntario Limited Scope Audit Report. 
The board passed tight new cost control 
procedures in line with the recommenda- 


tions of these reports. 


> In support of our programming 

and partnership initiatives, the board 
members authorized the move of the 
TVOntario mobile production unit to 
Ottawa; supported our involvement in the 
development of the proposed educational 
channel in France; monitored the imple- 
mentation of the policy on the relation- 
ship with the aboriginal people of 
Ontario; and reviewed and approved the 
TVOntario submissions to the CRTC 
hearings on the future of Canadian 


broadcasting. 


>» The work environment at TVOntario 
also received board attention as the 
members approved the purchase of much- 
needed equipment. The board also 
continued to review the strategies and 
options for new broadcast facilities for 
TVOntario.

La Chaine also plays a key role in pre- 
serving and promoting French language, 
identity, and culture in Ontario. This 
mission was recognized in RSVP: Keys in 
Hand (a report to the Ministry of Culture 
and Communication, known as the Grisé 
report), which included important recom- 
mendations concerning La Chaine and its 


educational and cultural mandate. 


To offer programming that is responsive to 
our viewers, La Chaine relies on an exten- 
sive consultation process. It organizes 
community think tanks (including its advi- 
sory committees of French-speaking 
ethnocultural members and First Nations 
members); holds an annual “Rencontre des 
partenaires,” which assembles educators 
and media specialists from across the 
province; sends its representatives to 
numerous community events; and has 
developed extensive partnerships with 


educators at all levels of the system.

» In the creation of Studio F, La Chaine 
has given priority to live and accessible 
programming that responds to viewers’ 
expressed wish for greater interactivity. 
Panorama airs live twice a week from 
Studio F, with topicality, phone-ins, video 


contests, and much more. 


> La Chaine’s 1992-93 season offered 
innovative scheduling, with weekday 
evening programming grouped around 
daily themes.

> In February 1993 La Chaine went to 
Sudbury for a week of live broadcasts. 
The visit used TVOntario’s state-of-the- 
art mobile production unit and locations 
in Science North to produce five live 
shows for the series Panorama, Pédagogie 


2000, Imagine, and Mission : Action ! 


>» The referendum on the Charlottetown 
Constitutional Accord prompted a series 
of specials on La Chaine. Panorama 


produced a live 60-minute simultaneous 
debate with Radio-Québec’s Droit de 


parole. Another special, for Pédagogie 
2000, included the use of interactive 
video conferencing technology for discus- 
sion between panels in both Ottawa and 
Toronto. La Chaine joined TVO in the 
production of short documentaries that 
were integrated into a 60-minute special 
for schools and in a 90-minute prime-time 
special on referendum day, 26 October 
1992. Huguette Jean produced La 
Chaine’s constitutional special for the 
schools, working in collaboration with 
Howard Bernstein, producer of the TVO 


program. 


> Le Chainon, an electronic bulletin 
board of events in Ontario’s francophone 
communities, was launched in June 1992. 
Le Chainon broadcasts during the hours 
after signoff. Announcements include 
community events, highschool and post- 
secondary courses, employment opportu- 


nities, and La Chaine’s broadcast schedule. 


>» During La Semaine francophone a 
Toronto (June 1992), La Chaine represen- 
tatives made daily appearances at Ontario 
Place, greeting over 2,000 children from 
22 francophone schools. In February 
1993, the last weekend was dedicated to 
the Téléthon, with three evenings of con- . 


tinuous live entertainment. 


> La Chaine broadcasts approximately 
118 hours of programming per week; 

in 1992-93, total La Chaine network 
broadcast time was 6,053 hours. 
Canadian content exceeded the regulatory 
requirement of 60 percent overall, a 
target established by the Canadian Radio- 
television and Telecommunications 


Commission (CRTC).

Programming 


Children 


TVOntario produces and acquires its, 
children’s programming only after exten- 
sive research into the best and most 
appropriate television-based learning 
methods. The producers of TVOntario’s 
Children’s programming work closely with 
parents, teachers, students, and others in 
the education community to develop the 


series and teachers’ support materials. 


Responding to the reality of living in a 
minority situation, La Chaine’s children’s 
programming reinforces the cultural 
self-image and sense of identity of Franco- 
Ontarian children. At the same time, it 


encourages a child’s language development.

Children at Home: TVO 


> Bookmice, a series that instills a love 
of reading in children, won the Silver 
Award at the Houston International Film 
Festival. The series also won a silver 
award at the International Film and 


Television Festival of New York. 


> Polka Dot Door, still a youngster’s 
favorite after 22 years, will become an 
even stronger presence in children’s lives 
at home with the launch of a new line of 


Polka Dot Door merchandise. 


Children at Home: La Chaine 


> A la claire fontaine is back with 13 
new programs. The preschool series 
focuses on oral-language skills and stars

» La Chaine co-produced a new 65-part 
series for preschoolers, Mon amie Maya, 
which features a multicultural cast and

>» La Chaine also offers informal and 
entertaining programs for children at 
home, making it fun to learn, sing, read 
along, and write in French. La Chaine 
favors an approach that encourages 
children to interact with their favorite 
characters. Bibi et Genevieve t’invitent 
(for preschoolers) received over 3,600 
letters and drawings between September 
1992 and April 1993. The Célébration 
Babar programming initiative (13 weeks 
of daily Babar shows) and contest yielded 


50 to 70 entries per week. 


Children at School: TVO 


» TVO piloted the development of an 


interactive, two-sided videodisc version of

Nature Watch Digest. Testing will be 
carried out in Ontario and the U.S. begin- 
ning in fall 1993. 


» Newspapers and journals throughout 
Ontario praised Report Canada for its 
special programming during Black History 
Month (February 1992) and Freedom to 
Read Week (1 to 8 March 1992). Report 
Canada also covered topical and some- 
times controversial issues, such as the 
October referendum on the proposed 


amendments to Canada’s constitution. 


> TVO distributed a popular package 
of classroom materials for Rigolécole, a 
series created for French-immersion stu- 
dents. Funded by a grant from the 
Secretary of State, this package included 
a teacher’s guide, readers, a poster, an 
audiocassette of songs and stories, and 


a puppet-making pattern. 


>» Production began on Mathica’s 
Mathshop, a series for children from 
kindergarten to grade 1 who are just 
beginning to solve arithmetic problems. 
This delightful series features an elf who 
presents mathematical concepts in new 


and sometimes startling ways. 


> A new environmental series for 
children, The Adventures of Dudley the 


Dragon/Arthur le dragon, was in

added two exciting new modules to the 


daily Mission : Action! show, a series for 
9- to 12-year-olds that features interesting 
school projects from across the province: 
Mission : Actualités! (a news show) and 
Mission : Interaction! (an interactive 


phone-in forum for young people). 


> Mathou, a 10-minute pilot show that 
makes imaginative presentations of 
mathematical concepts, was tested for use 
by children in grades 1 to 4. The series 


will air next year. 


> To encourage a love of reading, La 
Chaine produced an exciting new 13-part 
series, La Cabane des réves, which presents 


fun ways to motivate young children to read.

different points of view.

with responsive and insightful program- 
ming, bringing the wonders of discovery 


to Ontario’s homes. 


Highlights 
TVO’s Science 


> Striking a Balance: The Earth Summit 
was a unique undertaking in TVO’s hist- 
ory. With world attention on the United 
Nations Conference on Environment and 
Development held in Rio de Janeiro, TVO 
provided Ontarians with daily live 


coverage of the conference for two full 


weeks from 3 to 14 June 1992. These 
reports were packaged with over 20 
hours of international documentaries that 
highlighted various environmental and 
development issues. This project received 
substantial underwriting, allowing TVO 
to deliver the programs for co-broadcast 
to other educational broadcasters in 
Canada. The Globe and Mail provided 
valuable cross-promotion and content 
sharing throughout TVO’s coverage of 


the Earth Summit. 


>» During October’s Science and 
Technology Week, TVO ran seven hours of 
programming under the banner The Space 
Journals. This programming was funded 
by the Canadian Space Agency, the federal 
government, most provincial governments, 
and other Canadian educational networks, 


which also broadcast these specials. 


» Thanks to joint funding by educational 
broadcasters in Canada, The Science 
Edition collaborated with the Canadian 
Geographic Society to tape the society’s 
sponsored climb of Mount Logan. The 
Science Edition launched its season with 
this superb documentary, which the society 


has since made available on home video. 


> Waste Not continued as the only series 
on television to deal with the problems of 


waste and recycling, not only from the 


consumer’s point of view but also from 


that of the waste industry. 
TVO’s Public Affairs 


> Fourth Reading, new this year, demysti- 
fied the workings of Ontario’s provincial 
government through interviews and discus- 
sion with host Steve Paikin and his resident 
panel of experts. Fourth Reading’s guests in 
1992-93 included Ontario Premier Bob 
Rae, Treasurer Floyd Laughren, 
Opposition Leader Lyn McLeod, and 


Conservative leader Mike Harris. 


>» Special editions of Between the Lines 
focused on Toronto’s street riots and 
Canada’s referendum on the Charlotte- 
town Constitutional Accord. These 
specials provided Ontarians with fast and 


incisive insight into these complex events. 


> TVO’s Public Affairs cooperated with 
CHCH-TV. Hamilton and CKCO-TV 
Kitchener to simulcast The Abduction of 
Kristen French. This 90-minute program 
appealed for the public’s help in the inves- 


tigation of the Niagara Peninsula murder. 


> TVO brought the Distant Voices of 
northern Ontario a little closer to the rest 
of the province through this series hosted 
by Sister Eva Solomon and produced 


from Thunder Bay by Jim Hanley. 
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> Several 1992-93 programs explored 


the challenges of living with disabilities, 
including the-Canadian co-production 
We Have No Words for This, a program 
about disabled native people in northern 
Ontario. (A Cree-language version was 
produced with the assistance of the 


Atkinson Foundation.) 


> WorkWeek, with.host Wei Chen, 
continued to be Canada’s only series to 
focus on labor issues. It was also broad- 


cast on CBC’s Netusworld. 


> Human Edge paid tribute to the United 
Nations Year of Indigenous Peoples, with 
programming highlighting the plight of 
aboriginal peoples around the world. 
Human Edge also explored various facets 
of the Palestinian-Israeli conflict with the 
hard-hitting Do They Feel My Shadow? 
and back-to-back broadcasts of the con- 
troversial documentaries Intifada: The 


Search for Solid Ground and Soldier’s 


Lauren Millar The Science Edition. 


Diary. These presentations were followed 
by panel discussions and phone-in 


segments hosted by Steve Paikin. 
TVO’s Arts 


> Programming from Canadian indepen- 
dent producers kicked off the Arts fall 
schedule. International award-winning pro- 
ductions, many of theny from Rhombus 
Media, were featured, including Canadian 
Brass: Home Movies; When the Fire Burns: 
The Life and Music of Manuel de Falla; 
Prokofiev by Two; Arnold Schoenberg: The 


War Years; and Le Dortoir. 


> 1992-93 was another groundbreaking 
season for Jay Scott’s Film International as 
TVO presented month-long festivals 
covering a variety of subjects. Gay-themed 
movies, featured in March 1992, included 
Maurice and The Naked Civil Servant, and 
garnered considerable critical and commu- 
nity acclaim. Scott also introduced his 
viewers to a series of seldom-seen films, 
including those of Finnish filmmakers Aki 


and Mika Kaurismaki. 


>» Prisoners of Gravity won accolades for 
its treatment of speculative fiction and 
comic books. This year the series won 
numerous awards, including the 1993 
Broadcast Media Award for Television. 

It also received a nomination for a 


Gemini award. 


» Imprint, a major English-language 
series that takes a weekly look at the 
world of literature, attracted authors of 
worldwide renown. Salman Rushdie, 
Margaret Atwood, Germaine Greer, and 
Leonard Cohen all made appearances in 
the 1992-93 season. 


> In keeping with TVOntario’s tradition 
of acquiring the best programming from 
around the world, international drama 
and comedy series were scheduled from 
9:00 to 10:00 p.m. each week night. This 
proved to be very popular with our view- 
ers as we presented such favorites as The 
Ruth Rendell Mysteries, Growing Rich, 
Waiting for God, and Desmond's. 


> Ratings for Saturday Night at the 
Movies showed outstanding audience 
increases with the series’ return to its 
original double-bill format. The most 
popular movie this season was Shadow of 


a Doubt, broadcast in March 1993. 


> September’s broadcast schedule was 
designed to coincide with the IMZ confer- 
ence, which brought to Toronto the most 
important international cultural broad- 
casters and art producers from around the 
world. TVO and La Chaine both partici- | 
pated in the conference, hosted events, and 
established close working relationships 


with some of the participants.

La Chaine’s Adult Sector 


>» In September of 1992, La Chaine 
launched a unique series called 
Panorama. With the slogan “Chez nous, 
c’est chez vous,” Panorama provided a 
Franco-Ontarian perspective on the 
world. On Wednesdays, two-hour broad- 
casts covered science, public affairs, and 
the economy, reporting on topics such as 
the recession, provincial politics, 
Canadian astronauts, and virtual reality. 
On Fridays, the audience was treated to 
two hours of arts and culture, including 
music performances, interviews with 
Franco-Ontarian artists, and a guided 
tour of the recently renovated Art 


Gallery of Ontario. 


> The thought-provoking series L’ Avenir 


en téte looked at the social and moral 


dimensions of change. Through inter- 
views with Canadian personalities, this 
series explores topics as far-reaching as 


feminism, aging, and urban development. 


» Vis-a-vis used the wonders of interac- 
tive videoconference technology to allow 
stimulating discussions among people 
who would never otherwise meet. For 
example, a member of a Canadian aborig- 
inal culture was brought face to face with 
a South American aborigine to speak 
about the similarities and differences in 


their lives. 


> Movie lovers were well served on La 
Chaine with Cinéma, cinéma on Fridays, 
Ciné-Couche-Tard on Saturdays, and 
Ciné-Nostalgie on Sundays. La Chaine 
continued to broadcast the best of films 
from la francophonie and the world. The 
broad repertoire included films such as 
Tatie Danielle, Daddy Nostalgie, La 
Petite Voleuse, and the Canadian films 


Cargo and A corps perdu. 


>» La Chaine co-produced L’Homme 
invisible, a series of 13 hele hour 
programs, with the National Film Board 
and Aquila Productions. The program 
L’Homme invisible : une place au soleil 
won the Prix Gémeaux for multicultural- 


ism (the French-language counterpart of 


English Canada’s Gemini awards). The 
collaboration with the NFB and Aquila is 
ongoing with the series L’Urgence de 


se dire. 


>» In January and February 1993; Tai 
Chaine presented Le Festival de jazz, 
featuring performances by jazz greats, 
including Dizzy Gillespie, Ella Fitzgerald, 
and Louis Armstrong, and up-and-comers 
Holly Cole, Herbie Hancock, and Bobby 
McFerrin. Sunday evenings were pro- 
grammed with the best in music, drama, 


and other cultural programming. 


» Vignettes ontariennes/Ontario 
Vignettes, a series of short programs high- 
lighting places of cultural and historic 
interest in Ontario, was co-produced by 
La Chaine and TVO. Funding for the 
series was provided by the Ministry of 
Culture and Communications and the 
institutions featured offered their full 
cooperation for the production. Programs 
from this delightful series were used as 
short features on both TVO and La 
Chaine and were included in Friday’s 
broadcasts of Panorama. Vignettes 
ontariennes also served as an excellent 
promotional tool for the museums and 


heritage centrés profiled. 
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‘uatecans efforts t to Ontarians’ training 
aspirations. To update their skills, refresh 
their knowledge, or branch out into an 
entirely new career, more and more Ontarians are turning 
to practical learning courses on TVOntario.

Working with experts in a wide variety of 
fields, TVO’s Distance Learning Division 
(DLD) and La Chaine’s Formation are 
charged with developing a range of training 
programs aimed at audiences at home and 
in educational institutions, professional 
associations, unions, and private-sector 
industries. These TVOntario departments 
produce a mixture of how-to series, 
in-studio interview programs, topical 
professional-development programs, post- 
secondary credit courses, interactive tele- 


conferences, and direct teaching programs. 


DLD is forging ahead with programs 

that serve the skills-training needs of 
Ontarians. In partnership with business, 
industry, labor, and Ontario’s education 
and training providers, DLD is also devel- 
oping plans for a dedicated provincial 


skills-training channel. 


Building on our experience in teacher train- 
ing, La Chaine’s Formation has begun a 
process of consultation with important 
sectors of employment for the francophone 
work force. This will result in an expanded 


skills-training strategy in 1993-94. 
Highlights . 
TVO’s Distance Learning Division 


» TVO’s Distance Learning Division is 


divided into several areas: Home Studies, 


“TVvO Daytime, Educational Services, 


High School on Air, Postsecondary 
Telecourses, and a new, exciting initiative 
— Skills Training. In 1992-93, this 
division was responsible for 2,564 hours 


of network broadcast time. 


» Over the past year, DLD has demon- 
strated entrepreneurial flair with the 
signing of a number of critical Memoranda 
of Understanding. The following organiza- 
tions have committed themselves to the ~ 
development of skills-training series with 
TVO’s DLD: the Federation of Women 
Teachers’ Associations of Ontario, the 
Ontario Real Estate Association, the 
University of Toronto’s Faculty of 
Education, the Addiction Research 
Foundation, the North York Board of 
Education, the Trillium Foundation, the 
Canadian Centre of Philanthropy, York 
University’s School of Management 


Studies, the Community Hospice 


_ Association of Ontario, and the Institute 


for the Prevention of Child Abuse. 


> Skills-training courses produced in 
1992-93 include: Women in Politics, an 
11-part series designed to help women 
win elections to public office; A Career in 
Real Estate, an entry-level course for the 
prospective realtor;.and The Changing 


Workplace, an eight-part series aimed at 


labor-adjustment professionals and voca- 


tional counsellors. 


» DLD entered a partnership with the 
Ontario Teachers’ Federation (OTF) to 
assist with the OTF’s Creating a Culture 


of Change initiative. 


>» Working in partnership with the 
Independent Learning Centre (ILC), DLD 
developed a number of direct-teaching 
series targeting students who want to 
complete their highschool diploma. 

In addition to such series as Simply 
Nutritious, Writing the News, 
Mathematics for Technology, and Live 
Well, Be Well, DLD and the ILC carried 
out a cooperative project with Wahsa, the 
native education society, to create the 
learning series Small Engines 1 for native 


students in northern Ontario. 


>» DLD’s Education Services held 146 
elementary, secondary, and community 
workshops to train educators in how to 
teach with television. Participants 
contributed almost $20,000 to the cost 


of these workshops. 


> A joint funding proposal for the train- 
ing of teachers of mathematics was 
developed with PBS/WHRO, Norfolk, 
Virginia, for submission to the Corporation 


for Public Broadcasting (Annenberg). 
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> In 1992-93, TVO’s Home Studies had 
over 25,000 registrants for learning 


packages that accompany its series. Home 


Studies offered 19 new courses (88.5 hours 


of new programming), airing a total of 103 
courses. The most popular Home Studies 
courses were Sewing with Nancy, Well- 


Being, and Successful Home Video. 


> In 1992-93, TVO Daytime produced 
140 hours of programming that focused 
on teacher education, information about 
Ontario’s core curriculum, and education- 
al awareness. TVO Daytime’s series 
respond rapidly to topical events that 
have an impact on the educational 
community. Programming highlights 
include TVO Daytime’s referendum 
specials; Benchmarks, a teleconference on 
the development of measures to assess the 
progress of students; The Transition 
Years, which examines the de-streaming 
of grades 9 to OAC; and the series 
Managing Your Classroom, produced as 
a result of the Memorandum of 
Understanding between DLD and the 
North York Board of Education; and the 
public forums with David Cooke, 


Minister of Education and Training. 


> Four universities (Wilfrid Laurier 
University, Lakehead University, 
Laurentian University, University of 
Windsor) offered 51 courses based on 14 
TVO-produced college and university 


credit courses in 1992-93. A total of 


2,139 persons registered for these courses. 


> The Ministry of Education and 
Training’s Department of Skills 
Development has asked DLD to work 
with five skills-training advisory councils, 
appointed by the ministry, on developing 
provincewide distance apprenticeship 


programs. 


La Chaine’s Formation 


» This new sector for La Chaine 
responded to the diverse training needs 
of the members of the Franco-Ontarian 
community by offering four types of 
training programming: credited post- 
secondary courses, teacher training, 
general how-to courses, and, in develop- 


ment, training in the workplace. 


» La Chaine offered nine courses this 
year for students working toward postsec- 
ondary degrees. Courses included Droits 
de femmes (with Glendon College), Eprise 
de santé, Mainmise sur la violence, and 


L’Enfant, un monde en développement. 


> Pédagogie 2000 was aimed at French- 
speaking teachers and educational 
administrators. It also seeks to raise 
awareness of education issues in the 
general public. In 1992-93, some of the 
topics covered included discipline in the 
classroom, standardized testing, and 
de-streaming. Pédagogie 2000 also makes 
professional-development opportunities 
available to teachers through taped 


conferences on a variety of topics. 


> PEPO (Pedagogical Excellence Project

> For the first time in its history, 
TVOntario held an open house at our 
Yonge and Eglinton headquarters in 
Toronto. Twenty-five thousand of our 
friends and neighbors dropped by on 
Saturday, 26 September 1992, for a day 
of fun, entertainment, and learning. Our 
volunteers — some 700 of them — 
dubbed: the parking lot behind 
TVOntario “stroller city,” as thousands 
of parents and children enjoyed live 
music, performances, and appearances by 
some of TVOntario’s best-known stars, 
including Elwy Yost, the cast of Polka 
Dot Door, and of course, Polkaroo and 
Frimousse. Major underwriting for the

» La Chaine made excellent use of 
TVOntario’s new mobile production unit 
on its visit to Sudbury (quickly dubbed 
the “Steel Wheels Tour” by TVOntarians) 
for a week of community events and live 


programming. 


» La Chaine created Le Chainon, a new 
way to link Ontario’s dispersed French- 


speaking viewers. Launched in June 1992, 


this electronic bulletin board of events 
in Ontario’s francophone communities 
was broadcast nightly on La Chaine 


after regular programming signoff. 


> Frimousse, the fuzzy mascot from A la 
claire fontaine, starred in a ten-day tour 
of francophone schools throughout 
Ontario, making friends and fans among 


schoolchildren and teachers. 


> TVOntario is an active participant in 
Ottawa’s Bal de Neige/Winterlude festi- 
val. In February 1993, we sponsored the 
ice sculpture competition that brought 


winter artists and admirers out into the 


cold. 


>» When fire destroyed the school in 
Summer Beaver, Ont., a joint project of 
TVOntario and its advisory councillors 
raised donations to replace some of the 
school’s lost supplies. Over 30 items were 
donated, including an encyclopedia set 


from a concerned viewer. 


» As custodian of the Japan Prize 
Circulating Library, TVOntario played a 
role in bringing award-winning program- 


ming to the people of the province.

» TVOntario sponsored its second

Telefest 1992 attracted 160 entries from 
27 institutions around the province and 
the awards ceremony, held in May 1992, 
brought the students together with some 
of the stars of Canada’s broadcasting ti 


world. 


» Recipients of 1992’s TVOntario 
Teachers’ Awards for the best use of 
technology in the classroom were Louis 
Mayrand of Azilda, Ont. (secondary 
level) and Brenda Mulvihill, Nepean 
(elementary level). Winners were chosen 
by a panel of judges representing a broad 


spectrum of Ontario education. 


» Six winners of the Prix TVOntario 
Prize were announced at the Banff 
Television Festival in June 1992; the 
grand prize was awarded to Edward 
Briffa of the BBC at the meeting of Public 
Broadcasters International in December. 
At the same time, TVOntario announced 
with regret that future prizes would be 


cancelled for economic reasons. 


>» For the third year in a row, TVOntario 
was a major sponsor (with the National 
Film Board and Mid-Canada TV) of 
Sudbury’s Cinéfest. Saturday Night at the 


Movies star Elwy Yost was on hand to 
open the film festival and present the 
TVOntario prize for best international 
film (Like Water for Chocolate). 


Commitment to literacy 


» In February 1993, TVO’s literary 
series Imprint held a benefit evening for 
the Writers’ Development Trust at 
Toronto’s Academy of Spherical Arts, a 
pool hall that doubled as a nineties 
literary salon for renowned Toronto 


authors and their readers. 


>» TVOntario was a proud participant in 
Share a Story, a children’s book festival 
held at Queen’s Park in December 1992. 
Co-chairwomen were Mila Mulroney and 
Arlene Perly Rae; they and the many 
children in attendance welcomed the 
singing provided by Shingoose (aka 
Curtis Jonnie, manager of Native Affairs) 
and the antics of Polkaroo of Polka Dot 
Door and Frimousse, cuddly star of A la 


claire fontaine. 


> TVOntario was also a strong presence 
at Toronto’s annual Book Fair on Queen 
Street West. TVO highlighted series that 
promote literacy and love of reading, 
among them Imprint, Prisoners of Gravity, 


and the children’s series Bookmice. 
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As our partners and representatives, 
TVOntario’s advisory councillors have 
made the cause of educational broadcast- 
ing their cause. They play a key role in 
raising local awareness of TVOntario and 
in keeping us informed about how we can 


best serve Ontarians’ needs. 


Highlights 


» Asaconsequence of a lobbying effort 
begun by eastern regional councillors five 
years ago, transmitters to carry both 
TVOntario networks went on air in 
November 1992, in Pembroke. 


> Councillors in the northeast and south- 
central regional councils kept their 
neighbors up to date on the latest TVO 
and La Chaine programming through reg- 
ular columns in their local newspapers, 
the Elliot Lake Standard and the Niagara 
Record. 


> Councillors represented TVOntario at 
community events like the Thunder Bay 
Trade Fair (May 1992), Sudbury’s 
Cinefest (September 1992), Science-Scope 
in Belleville (April 1992), and the 
Kitchener-Waterloo Multicultural Festival 
v (July 1992). 


> Public library patrons in communities 
such as Thunder Bay and Brockville have 
greater access to TVOntario’s Children’s, 
Science, and Home Studies programming, 
thanks to a drive by councillors to find 
local donors of videotapes from the TVO 


Library Video Collection. 


> Councillors on the Southcentral 
Regional Council organized town hall 
meetings, giving local residents the oppor- 
tunity to express their views about TVO’s 
and La Chaine’s programming. The meet- 
ings were also an opportunity for 
community members to learn more about 


['VOntario’s programming and its mission. 


> Councillors in the Southcentral 
Regional Council held panel discussions 
on “Television and First Nations” in 
February 1992. Participants explored the 
use of television to stave off the threat to 


native languages and traditions. 


> Members of the Francophone 
Advisory Council organized fund-raising 
events through local community organiza- 
tions; proceeds went to La Chaine’s 
Téléthon 1993. They have also been 
active in working towards the expansion 


of access to La Chaine’s signal.

Highlights 


>» The TVO signal is now available to 98 
percent of households in Ontario via 
transmitter and cable. The TVO network 
consists of 24 high-power and 199 low- 
power transmitters, complemented by 
cable carriage on 99 percent (339 out of 


342) of Ontario cable companies. 


> La Chaine’s signal is available through 
three high-power transmitters in 
Hawkesbury, Sudbury, and Pembroke, 
and through low-power transmitters in 13 
other northern Ontario communities. In 
addition, La Chaine is carried by 304 
cable companies, making the service avail- 


able to 75 percent of Ontario households. 


>» To provide a larger percentage of the 
Ontario population with access to 
French-language programming, TVO’s 
and La Chaine’s signals are switched 
every Sunday from noon to signoff. On 
“switched Sundays,” French-language 
programming is carried over the TVO 
network and English-language program- 


ming is offered on La Chaine. 


> In November 1992, two new high- 
power trarismitters went on air in 
Pembroke — one to transmit La Chaine’s 


signal and the other TVO’s signal. Two 


new energy-efficient transmitters were 


installed in Paris and Windsor. 


» Television Extension into Northern 
Ontario (TENO), a project completed in 
early 1993, extended TVOntario’s reach 
into 13 new communities and upgraded 
the transmitter facilities in 31 others. 
‘TVOntario purchased, installed, and test- 
ed the equipment that brought TVO, and 
in some cases, La Chaine and the OLA, 


to these locations. 


» By exploiting our satellite capacity 
more fully, TVOntario helped other non- 
commercial media services to reach 
broader audiences. The stereo audio signal 
of CJRT-FM, a publicly funded education- 
al Toronto radio station, is distributed by 
cable companies in 30 Ontario communi- 


ties thanks to TVOntario, which 


_ rebroadcasts CJRT signals on two satellite 


subcarriers. Twenty-nine northern native 
communities receive the signal of 
Wawatay Native Communications Society 
radio network via our satellite subcarriers, 
and, for two hours every weekend, 
Wawatay television programming replaces 


the TVO signal in these communities.

> To assist with a redesign of TVOntario’s 
prime-time schedules, home-viewing audi- 
ences were consulted to assess the newly 
launched Panorama for La Chaine, while 
over 400 adults participated in test sessions 
to evaluate TVO’s signature programs. A — 
third research initiative focused on future 
directions for TVO’s arts programming by

» To respond to formidable competition 
in children’s programming, PRP, in co- 
operation with AC Nielsen, undertook an 
in-depth analysis of children’s viewing 
habits. La Chaine’s Youth sector also 
benefited from an extensive review of its 
programming, involving the participation 
of 1,600 students and 300 teachers. 


» In support of our Revenue Development 
department, Audience Research produced a

>» Representatives of TVO’s Science Unit: 
played leading roles in this year’s meeting 


of Scienceview, the international consor 


tium of science programming producers. 
Founded in 1985 by TVOntario and 
NHK, Scienceview members pool 
resources for co-productions, share 
programming research, and exchange 
science programming footage. TVO series 
Common Ground and Life ‘Lines have 
made extensive use of Scienceview footage 
in their programs. In response to 
broadcasters’ requests for an expanded 
Scienceview membership, TVO, the BBC 
(Britain), and NHK began organizing the 
first World Congress of Science Producers, 
to be held in Italy in October 1993. 


» La Communauté des télévisions fran- 
cophones (CTF) unites French-language 
broadcasters from France, Belgium, 
Switzerland, Luxembourg, and Canada in 
co-productions and joint research studies. 


In 1992-93, Jacques Bensimon, managing

» A dynamic group of representatives 
from 30 public broadcasting organizations 
around the world gathered in Brussels in 
December 1992 to consider how they 
could best align themselves for mutual 
strength and benefit. TVOntario co-chaired 
this second meeting of Public Broadcasters 
International (PBI), a group first brought 
together in Toronto in 1991 through the 
joint efforts of NHK and TVOntario. 


» Responding to our international 
reputation for excellence, groups from 
Asia, Africa, Latin America, the South 
Pacific, Ukraine, Russia, and other parts 
of Europe came to TVOntario during 
1992-93 to study our operations, acquire 
our programs, and explore possibilities for 


cooperation. 


> Not all TVOntario partners are on other 
continents. In Canada, the educational 
broadcasters in British Columbia, Alberta, 
Saskatchewan, Ontario, Quebec, and the 
Territories work together as the Association 
for Tele-Education in Canada (ATEC). This 
year, program cooperation in science and 
education has resulted in joint productions 
and acquisitions of programs for Vista, The 


Space Journals, and The Science Edition. 


» ATEC members made a joint presenta- 
tion to the CRTC hearings on the structure 
of the cable industry in Canada. Their pre- 
sentation encouraged the CRTC to 
establish a regulatory environment that 
reiterates provincial jurisdiction, manages 
the flow of foreign services according to 
Canadian needs, and encourages the devel- 


opment of high-quality Canadian product. 


> Cooperation between neighbors has also 
increased: Radio-Québec and La Chaine co- 
produced Jeunes autrement as well as 
specials on literacy and the Referendum on 
the Charlottetown Constitutional Accord. 
TVO Youth co-produced Nouvelles a 


l’écran with Radio-Québec. 


> TVOntario worked more closely with 
many member stations of the U.S. public 
broadcasting system in 1992-93. The 
Great Lakes Alive project development, in 
which TVO plays a major role, has been 
led by WT TW of Chicago with the 
involvement of 13 other PBS affiliates. Our 
ongoing role in PacRim also led to joint 
project development and cooperation with 
PBS stations, including those in Oregon, 


Maryland, and San Francisco.

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1992-93 Financial Overview 


Summary 


Total revenue for 1992-93 fell by 5.2 
percent to $85.9 million (Operating $80.4, 
Capital and Leases $5.5) from $90.7 mil- 
lion (Operating $84.3, Capital and Leases 
$6.4) in 1991-92 (Chart 1). Major declines 
in revenue included a $1.6 million reduc- 
tion in base grant funding from the Ontario 
Ministry of Culture, Tourism, and 
Recreation, $1.8 million reduction in 
project funding from other government 
sources, and $1.3 million reduction in 
revenues from TVOntario-generated 
sources. Revenue from government sources 
provided 84.5 percent of total revenue in 
1992-93; 83.9 percent in 1991-92. 


Expenditures fell by 6.4 percent to $84.9 
million (Operating $78.2, Capital and 
Leases $6.7) from $90.7 million 
(Operating $81.7, Capital and Leases 
$9.0) in 1991-92 (Chart 1). Major reduc- 
tions were Network Activities $4.0 million 
and Capital Expenditures $2.3 million. In 
response to recessionary pressures, during 
the year TVOntario introduced a work 
force reduction program for a one-time 
cost of $1.9 million. 


Che surplus for 1992-93 was $2.3 
million, a $1.0 million increase from the 
surplus accumulated in 1991-92. This 
surplus comes from two sources: the 
ongoing strategy to minimize financial 
vulnerability by not committing a portion 
of Marketing Sales and Membership 
contributions until they are fully realized; 
and a deliberate strategy instituted in the 
later part of the fiscal year to derive cost 


savings from operating activities in antici- 


pation of government funding cuts in 
1993-94. The surplus is fully committed 
in the 1993-94 budget. 


The format of the Statement of Revenue 
and Expenditure and Surplus was 
changed to provide more meaningful 
financial information to the reader. This 
statement now discloses Operating and 
Capital activities separately. 


Operating 


Operating revenues of $80.4 million in 
1992-93 had declined by $3.9 million 
from 1991-92 levels. The declines by 
funding sources were: $1.8 million 
provincial; $0.8 million federal, and $1.3 
million from TVOntario-generated 
sources. Operating expenditures represent 
92.2 percent of total expenditures. 
Operating expenditures, in line with 
revenues, have declined $3.5 million to 
$78.2 million from $81.7 million. 


Revenue 
Revenue from Government Sources 


Total revenue from government sources 
for 1992-93 was $72.5 million 
(Operating $67.0 million and Capital 
and Leases $5.5 million), a decline of 
$3.5 million. 84.5 percent of total gross 
revenue from all sources was provided by 
government sources. 83.4 percent of total 
operating revenue was provided by 
government sources. Revenues from 
government sources are in decline, having 
peaked in 1991-92 (Chart 2). Funds 
relating to projects are recognized in the 
financial statements in the year the

Base grant revenue for operating activi- 
ties recognized from the Ministry of 
Culture, Tourism, and Recreation for 
1992-93 was $60.4 million compared 
with $61.1 million the previous year 
(Financial Statements: Note 7). * MCTR 
grants constituted 75.1 percent of total 
operating revenues (Chart 3) and 70.3 
percent of total revenues. 


Project Grants 


Project grant revenue from other Ontario 
ministries totalled $3.8 million, a $1.0 
million decrease from $4.8 million in the 


previous fiscal year (Financial Statements: 


Note 7). Project grants represent 4.8 
percent of total operating revenues 


(Chart 3). 
Federal Government 
Programming Project Grants 


Revenues recognized from federal depart- 
ments for programming projects have 
declined by $0.8 million to $2.8 million 
from $3.6 million in 1991-92. Federally 
sourced revenues represent 3.5 percent of 
total operating revenues (Chart 3). 


Revenue from Nongovernment 
Sources 


Revenue from nongovernment sources 
including sales, Membership, corporate 


underwriting, cost recovery activities, and 
other income in 1992-93 declined $1.3 
million to $13.3 million from $14.6 
million in 1991-92. Nongovernment 
revenues represented 16.6 percent of total 
operating revenue for 1992-93 (Chart 3). 


Revenue-Generating Activities 
Sales of Programs 


Gross revenue in 1992-93 from sales was 
$4.2 million, an increase of 9.7 percent 
from $3.8 million the previous fiscal year 
(Financial Statements: Note 8). Sales 
revenue includes the licensing of program 
rights throughout Canada (excluding 
Ontario), U.S.A., and internationally. 


Membership 


Gross Membership contributions to 
TVOntario in 1992-93 increased by 6.1 
percent to $3.5 million from $3.3 million 
in 1991-92 (Financial Statements: Note 8). 


Corporate Project Underwriting 


_ Corporate Project Underwriting gross 


revenue was $2.9 million in 1992-93, 
compared with $4.2 million the previous 
year (Financial Statements: Note 8). This 
reduction of $1.4 million (32.2 percent) 
reflected the impact of recessionary 
pressures on the economy. 


Other Income 


Gross revenue from other activities in 
1992-93 amounted to $1.2 million, a 
decrease of $0.2 million from $1.4 _ 
million the previous year (Financial : 


Statements: Note 8). 
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Cost Recovery Activities 


Additional revenue is generated through 
the sales of publications, Home Studies 
courses, a part-time learning service for 
Ontarians, and the Videotape Program 
Service (VIPS) that licenses videotapes in 
Ontario. Revenue from cost recovery 
activities decreased in 1992-93 by 15.9 
percent to $1.5 million from $1.8 million 
in 1991-92 (Financial Statements: Note 8). 


Expenditures 
Network Activities 


This category consists of programming 
and promotional activities and costs of 
broadcasting of both TVO (English 
service) and La Chaine (French service) 
networks. In 1992-93, $58.6 million was 
spent for these activities, compared with 
$62.6 million in 1991-92. Network 
Activities represent 74.9 percent of 
operating expenditures for 1992-93 (Chart 
4, Financial Statements: Note 9). 


» TVO programming expenditure in 1992- 
93 fell by $3.5 million to $25.7 million 
from $29.2 million in the previous year. 
The number of one time projects completed 
and delivered in 1992-93 was significantly 
lower than in the previous year. 


>» La Chaine programming expenditure 
in 1992-93 was $16.7 million, unchanged 
from the previous fiscal year. 


> Common services and support 
expenditure in 1992-93 was $16.2 million, 
a decrease of $0.5 million from $16.7 
million in 1991-92. Common services 
include broadcasting, advertising, 


promotion, and production support for 
both networks. 


Costs of Revenue-Generating Activities 


For 1992-93, the costs of generated revenue 
were $7.5 million, a decline of $0.6 million 
from $8.1 million in 1991-92. These costs 
were 9.6 percent of total operating expendi- 
ture (Chart 4, Financial Statements: Note 8). 


» Cost of programming sales declined by 
6.7 percent to $3.2 million from $3.4 mil- 
lion. 


> Cost of generating Membership contri- 
butions was $1.7 million, unchanged 
from last year. 


» Corporate project underwriting costs 
were virtually unchanged from the 
previous year at $0.6 million. 


» Home Studies cost of sales declined by 
23.9 percent to $1.1 million from $1.5 
million. 


> Cost of video program sales declined 
by 18.1 percent to $0.7 million. 


Administrative Services 


Administrative Services include corporate 
management, human resources, finance, 
information systems, legal services, 
purchasing, and general administrative 
activities. Administration expenditure 
decreased by 7.0 percent to $8.4 million 
in 1992-93 from $9.1 million in 1991-92. 
Administration expenses represent 10.8 
percent of total operating expenditures, 
compared with 11.1 percent the previous 
fiscal year (Chart 4).

Research and Planning 


Research and Planning expenditure 
includes evaluation of programming 
projects, development research, audience 
research, and policy and planning activi- 
ties. The expenditure was $1.8 million for 
1992-93, a decrease of 7.8 percent from 
$2.0 million the previous year. This 
represents 2.3 percent of total operating 
expenditure (Chart 4). 


Work Force Reduction Program 


TVOntario introduced a work force 
reduction program in order to ensure a 
balanced budget (Financial Statements: 
Note 10). The program offered voluntary 
severance and voluntary early retirement 
packages in order to reduce labor costs. 


' The cost of this program amounted to 
$1.9 million for the current fiscal year. 

In total, over 60 positions have been 
eliminated from the work force, for an 
ongoing estimated cost savings of approx- 
imately $1.6 million. 


Capital and Leases 


The Ministry of Culture, Tourism, and 
Recreation has provided funding for the 
extension of network signals through the 
construction of transmitters and towards 
the Capital Renewal Fund for replace- 
ment of plant and equipment. In addition, 
TVOntario usually allocates a portion of 
operating revenue for capital expenditure 
for which no specific funding is provided 
by the government. 


The capital revenue recognized amounted 
to $5.5 million, a decline of 13.5 percent 
from $6.4 million last year. 


Total capital expenditure for the year was 
$6.7 million. Expenditure of $1.8 million 
that related to transmitter construction 
(Pembroke and Television Extension in 
Northern Ontario) was specifically 
funded by the MCTR. Replacement of 
plant and equipment was $3.8 million 
funded from the Capital Renewal Fund. 
The balance of $1.1 million was allocated 
from operating revenue. 


Surplus, End of Year 


Despite the one-time cost of $1.9 million 
for the work force reduction program, the 
year ended with an accumulated surplus 
of $2.3 million. The year began with a 
surplus of $1.3 million. In anticipation of 
government funding cuts in 1993-94, a 
deliberate strategy was adopted during 
the final quarter of the fiscal year to 
achieve further cost savings through 
spending restraints.

1. Summary of Significant Accounting 
Policies 


(a) Basis of accounting 


The financial statements of The Ontario 
Educational Communications Authority 
(the Authority) have been prepared in 
accordance with generally accepted 
accounting principles with the following 
exceptions: 


>» Fixed assets, with the exception of 
transmission facilities on the CN Tower, 
are expensed in the year of acquisition. 


> All leases in the nature of capital leases 
are expensed as incurred. 


> Pension expense is recorded based on 
cash contributions made by the Authority 
to the pension plans during the year. 


(b) Inventories 


Program support materials include only 
the cost of printing and are valued at the 
lower of cost or net realizable value 
where cost is determined on a weighted 
average basis. Stores and supplies are 
valued at cost, where cost is determined 
on a weighted average basis. Film and 
videotape are valued at the lower of cost 
or net realizable value, where cost is 
determined on a first in, first out basis. 


(c) Transmission facilities on CN Tower 


Transmission facilities located on the 

CN Tower are recorded at a cost of 
$1,719,000 and depreciated over a period 
of 20 years representing the term of the 
long-term debt. Depreciation expense of 
$64,000 (1992 - $95,000) is included in 
Network activities as part of broadcast 
distribution and engineering expenditure. 
Accumulated depreciation to date is 
$1,396,000 (1992 - $1,332,000). 


(d) Deferred revenue 


Grants and revenue received in the year 
for special purposes are deferred until the 
related expenditure has been incurred. 


(e) Revenue Recognition 


Revenue from the licensing of program 
material is recognized when the rights to 
the program material are sold. 


Membership contributions are recorded 
on a cash basis.

6. Long -Term Debt 


The Authority has a repayment agreement 
with the Crown Assets Disposal 
Corporation for the capital costs of 
Channel 19 transmission facilities located 
on the CN Tower. Interest rates on the 
principal amounts are fixed and range 
from 8.625 per cent to 9.75 per cent. 
The long-term debt, which expires in 
1997, is secured by the transmissions 
facilities.

12. Pension Plans
